The  Greek  Cypriot  govern- 
ment had  surprised  U.N.  offi- 
cials Wednesday  by  announcing 
a unilateral  cease-fire  at  St.  Hil- 
arion,  altliough  the  castle  re- 
mained in  Turkist  Cypriot  hands 
after  five  days  of  siege.  The  fort- 
ress guards  the  strategic  Ky- 
renia Pass  in  northern  Cyprus.

’64  Marks  Year 
Of  Anniversary 
For  World  Wars 

“Military  power  is  still  the  bas- 
is of  diplomatic  relations,’’  Han- 
son Baldwin,  military  editor  oi 
the  New  York  Times,  stated  in 
the  forum  Thursday. 

Mr.  Baldwin  also  said,  “1964 
is  the  50th  anniversary  of  World 
War  I and  the  25tli  anniversary 
of  World  War  II,  and  some  think 
this  is  prophetic;  World  War  III 
i.s  not  impossible  but  it  is  not 
likely  this  year;  however  the 
United  States  must  be  wiIMjig  to 
risk  global  warfare  to  prevent 
it.” 

“KHBUSHCHEV  boasted  a few 
years  ago  that  he  would  bury  us 
economically,  but  American  econ- 
omists feel  that  within  the  fore- 
seeable future  Russia  will  not  be 
able  to  overcome  our  industrial 
advantage,”  Mr.  Baldwin  said. 

He  mentioned  the  United 
States  has  more  than  twice  as 
many  long  range  bombers  as 
Russia  and  “we  have  .some  of  the 
finest  and  fastest  interceptors  in 
the  world.  The  land  concept  ol 
warfare  has  dominated  ’ in  Rus- 
sian minds  until  recently.” 

MR.  BALDWIN  spoke  of 
American  superiority  in  .several 
military  areas  and  said;  “The 
United  States  has  about  750 
ICBM’s  and  the  Russians  have 
maybe  200,  but  Russia  has  about 
700  intermediate  range  missiles 
it  could  use  on  Europe  or  on  the 
United  States  from  Cuba.” 

He  continued,  “We  have  bepn 
replacing  our  intermediate  mis- 
siles with  sea-basec^  submarines. 
The  Polaris  has  stayed  under- 
water 56  days  and  could  stay  as 
long  as  the  crew  can  take  it. 
Our  nuclear  submarines  carry  16 
strategic  warheads  that  can  each 
destroy  any  city  on  the  earth.”  1 


The  BYU  art  dept,  was  con- 
tacted before  Dr,  Fairbanks  was 
consulted.  The  sculptor  recom- 
mended to  us  indicated  no  inter- 
est in  the  project.  He  was  asked 
to  inquire  as  to  t]ie  possibility 
of  using  any  other  sculptors  from 
BYU,  however  no  lesponse  was 
received.

3 oi 
his  sons  went  to  BYU,  and  he 
sculptored  the  Book  of  Mormon 
scenes  on  the  north  side  of  the 
library.  Mr.  U.  Luisi  Eredi  oi 
Italy  says,  “His  works  have  the 
quality  of  a Michelangelo,”  and 
he  is  called  “America’s  most  dis- 
tinguished contemporary  sculp- 
, tor,”  plus  Dr.  Fairbanks  volun- 
teered to  do'  the  project  at  one 
third  of  his  regular  lee  as-a  gift 
from  him  to  BYU. 

However,  we'  are  investigating 
the  possibility  . of  using  one  or 
i the  other  of  the  tw'o  newly-found 
BYU  sculptors.

Un- 
deniably, most  students  think 
of  marriage  at  one  time  or  an- 
other during  their  pursuit  of  an 
education,  and  one  fifth  of  BYU’s 
studentbody  has  taken  the  fatal 
step,  reported  Leland  Howard 
Campbell,  BYU’s  director  of  re- 
search. 

BEFORE  WORLD  WAR  II 

college  marriages  were  rare  ac- 
cording to  California  sociologist 
Judsen  T.  Landis.  However,  he 
said,  after  the  Second  World  War 
and  the  Korean  Wat',  many  young 
men  came  home  to  marry,  to 
have  children  and  then  to  com- 
pete their  educations. 

Universities  throughout  the 
nation  began  to  provide  facilities 
for  married  students,  and  today 
married  students’  housing  at  BYU 
provi'des  facilities  for  nearly  350 
of  BYU’s  2800  married  students. 

BYU  37t}i  WARD  consists  ol 
about  100  Wymount  Terrace 
families.  After  interviewing  one- 
fourth  of  these  families,  this  re- 
porter has  drawn  the  following 
conclusions  about  the  typical  37- 
tl^  Ward  family. 

The  head  of  the  house  is  25^ 
years  of  age  and  is  finishing  his 
junior  year.  His  wife  is  23  and 
had  about  two  years  of  college. 
The  couple  has  been  married  be- 
tween two  and  three  years,  and 
have  at  least  one  child. 

FOUR  OUT  OF  FIVE  husbands 
in  the  37ch  Ward  combine  part- 
time  work  with  school,  and  about 
ane-thjrd  of  the  w’ard  womei  < 
work  full  time.  This  situation  of 
wives  working  to  put  their  hus- 
bands through  school  has  began 
a new  trend  at  BYU,  as  well  as 
at  other  universities  throughout 
the  nation.  » 

Husbands  and  wives  are,  in  a 
sense,  exchanging  roles  as  wives 
help  to  make  the  living,  and  hus- 
bands do  laundries,  diaper  babies, 
and  scrub  floors. 

AT  LEAST  ONE-HALF  of  the 
ward  women  dedicate  their  times 
to  being  homemakes.  Some  of 
them  babysit  in  their  homes  to 
help  with  finances. 


Approximately  one-sixth  of  the  i 
37th  Ward  women  are  students  1 
themselves.  On  the  campus  as  a [ 
whole,  one  in  five  married  stu- 
dents is  of  the  feminine  gender,  j 

HOW  HAS  MARRIAGE  af- 1 
fected  the  sizable  portion  of  our  | 
studentbody  who  have  repeated 
vhe  solemn  vow? 

Finances  are  often  tighter  for 
the  married  student  than  for  ihe 
single  one,  several  students  said. 
Some  students  who  combine  work 
with  school  felt  that  their  time 
was  too  crowed  to  completely  en-, 
joy  married  life.  A few  missed 
the  carefree  life  of  the  bachelor, 
and  some  felt  that  at  times  the 
children’s  noise  made  study  dif- 
ficult. 

HOW’EVER,  MOST  OF  the 
students  interviewed  felt  that 
with  the  responsibilities  of  mar- 
riage had  come  a maturity  that 
made  education  more  meaning- 
ful to  them  and  therefore  made 
studying  easier.
